REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  July  1st,  1936,  to  June  30th,  1937. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Mirfield  Memorial  Hospital  have  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  their 
Forty-Fourth  Annual  Report. 

During  the  year,  242  patients  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital, 
of  whom  64  were  medical  and  178  were  surgical;  there  have  been  18 
road  accidents  ;  there  have  also  been  treated  and  sent  home  the  same 
day  136  casualties. 

There  have  been  116  operations  and  130  X-Ray  cases. 

231  patients  were  discharged,  of  whom  201  were  cured  and  12 
improved,  and  7  transferred  to  other  Hospitals.
